A Bridgeton* police officer 
involved in the shooting death of 
a 36-year-old fermer Granite 
City area man may have violat- 
ed Bridgeton police policies that 
govern vehicular pursuit. 

Maryland Heights police are 
continuing their investigation of 
Bridgeton officer Christopher 
Slater, .29, who allegedly shot 
former. Maryland Heights resi 
dent Timothy Scott Sloss on May 
3. The shooting occurred follow- 
ing a vehicular chase from a 
Bridgeton bank to a Maryland 
Heights subdivision. 

Funeral services for Mr. Sloss, 
a car salesman, were conducted 
Friday--inGranite City, with 
burial at Calvary Cemetery, 
‘Glen Carbon. 

Sloss, who allegedly tried to 
cash’ a’ forged check at Magna 
Bank, 12296 -St. Charles Rock 
Road, was wanted in Chester- 
field and Maryland Heights on 
forgery charges, police said. 

Slater was dispatched to Mag-. 
na Bank after a teller called 
police. about the check. When 
“Sloss attempted to-flee from_the 
scene, Slater and another officer 
pursued Sloss’ vehicle, it was 
alleged. + 

According to Bridgeton police 
regulations, ‘Pursuit of a vehi- 
cle into another jurisdiction shall 
only be made when the .. . driv- 
er wanted on a serious felo-

Section 16:01 of Bridgeton’s 
police code defines a serious fel- 
ony as one involving ‘‘an actual 
or. threatened attack that the 
officér has reasonable cause to 
believe could or has resulted in 
death or serious bodily injury.”

Building Inspector Mike Foley 
formerly did the inspections for

After the -inspections were 
halted, several aldermen com- 
plained that the loss of prefer- 
ence points. for Madison _resi- 
dents meant that the new 
residents of the homes were 
coming from other communities 
where inspections were being 
done. 

On Tuesday the aldermen 
unanimously approved an ordi- 
nance establishing the inspec- 
tions and setting an inspection 
fee of $25 — the same amount 
charged for Sceupancy permit 
inspections. 

Foley sdid that, in addition to 
fairness to city residents, he con- 
sidered the inspections important 
because ‘it is sometimes the 
only chance I get to take a look 
at Some of these places.”

Talk cheap when topic crime 


From the ale house to the White House, crime and its 
shocking proliferation seem to be this year’s discussion topic 
of.choice. But, so far, the only conclusion is that talk is cheap. 

<It is also a favorite topic for callers to the newspaper. 
‘People call to say they witnessed drug dealing, prostitution, 
fights with weapons and other flagrant violations of the law 
and to complain that nobody did anything about it. Asked if 
the police were called, however, the answer is invariably, 
“That’s not my job.” E at 

That. answer certainly lends credence to the caller’s 
assertion that nobody did anything. But, if we seriously want

Area police officers need — and deserve — the hel; 
private citizens. If called, officers from the Granite 
Madison and Venice police departments and deputies from 
the Madison County Sheriff’s department will respond. And 
99 and 44 hundredths percent of the time they will resolve the 
problem. 

The police cannot be on the lookout for crime everywhere at 
all times. But suppose they could and did — suppose there 
was a police officer on every corner — the chances are we 
wouldn’t like it. : 

An-extreme, but true, example involves a man who lives in 
an unincorporated area who complained — constantly — that 
his street had become a hangout for underage drinkers. 
Unfortunately, his complaints always came-the morning 
after, The man wouldn’t call the sheriff’s department while 
the kids were there because he didn’t want to be the bad guy. 

Tiring of the man’s-constant complaints, sheriff’s deputies 
set up a roadblock there one Friday night. That night when 
driving home, the man who had been complaining was 
stopped by the deputies a short distance from his house. It 
had. been a hard week, so the man had stopped off for a few 
beers on the way. Smelling alcohol, the deputies asked: the 
man _to-step out of his car. 

As his neighbors watched in amusement and his family 
watched in horror, the man was put through the standard 
field sobriety tests..When-he passed, there was scattered 

applause from the onlookers. The man tried his best to be 
invisible as he got back into his car and drove the 100 or so 
yards to his driveway. 

There was no underage drinking on the street that night, 
but at what cost to the unfortunate man who prevented it? Is 
there any doubt that man now wishes he had just gone ahead 
and called the deputies when they were needed? Is there any 

never, ever call to complain after the fact 
again? 

Let us make one point clear — the deputies-did nothing 
wrong; they did their job. That is the trouble with a police 
state — everyone, not just bad guys, has to sacrifice freedom 
tomake it work. And in the end, a police state always finds, in 
the words of a commander in Vietnam, that ‘‘we had to 
destroy the village in order to save it.”’ 

.--We ¢an triple the number of_police officers, we can ban 
assault weapons, we can lock up three-time losers, we can 
increase jail sentences, we can expand the death penalty, we 
can even start hitting vandals with a rattan cane, but we 
cannot have effective law enforcement without direct citizen 
involvement. 

Citizens must support and cooperate with law enforcement 
officials and report crimes and Buspected criminal activity. 
But that is only the beginning. Citizens must also shun 
persons who violate the law. 2 

Citizens must make it clear that law-breakers have no 
place in society.and that illegal activities will neither be 
overlooked nor tolerated. 

‘The day police officers Can go about their business withthe — 
knowledge that they have the full, unwavering support of 
every good Citizen is the day crime will be doomed. 

Until that day comes, until that commitment is made, 
everything is just talk, ‘‘a tale told by an idiot, full of sound 
and fury, signifying nothing.”

Senator Sam. In Edwardsville 
his fellow townsmen, seeking his 
memorials;—need— only look 
around: them. : 

There’s the impressive Vadala- 
bene Center gym on the SIUE 
(Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville) campus. 
Vadalabene Drive and Vadala- 
bene Pass on Route 143 at the 
edge of town. 
Vadalabene Field, 
Voge ball diamond. 
All tributes to his never-failing 
attention to the needs-of his con- 
stituency during his 26 years in 
the Illinois Genera} Assembly. 

Last week, we read and heard 
eulogies to that service from a 
lot of important. people. Gov- 
Jim Edgar.. His fellow legisla- 
tors. James Brown, chancellor of 
the Southern Illinois University 
system, a system that probably 
never had a better friend than 
Sam Vadalabene. 

Recognition of Sam’s accom- 
plishments as a state legislator 
is important, but so is remem- 
brance of Sam as our neighbor. 
Sam the family man, Sam the 
small-town businessman. 

When I first met Sam, he was 
host of The Spot on Main Street. 
And over the subsequent years, 
I’ve noticed that no matter how

rapidly he’d be bustling across 
the grocery store parking lot, or 
through downtown, he always 
had time for a quick chat, a 
joke, a ‘thow’s the family?” 

My personal favorite memory 
of Sam is that of Sani, the gar- 
dener, and a warm August 
morning about 10 years ago, 
when he gave me a guided tour 
of the garden, seme trenchant 
commentary on the value of gar- 
dening as a hobby — and a nice 
sack of home-grown tomatoes to 
take home. . 

Tanned and relaxed, he guided 
me through the staked-and- 
fenced tomatoes, so tall they 
almost dwarfed the diminutive 
Sam. 

Then past the cantaloupe 
patch, in its second year, with 
melons the size of bocci balls — 
“if they’re half as good as last 
year’s, I’ll be satisfied. They 
Were so good no one in the fami- 
ly. ever expects to buy a market 
melon again!” 

His corn, broccoli, leaf lettuce, 
green beans and asparagus were 
gone-from that season and he'd 
almost decided not to plant corn 


the next year “The squirrels 
and rabbits got more of it than 
we did. 

“Considering the amount of 
space and. time corn takes, plus 
the short season, I’d_ be. better 
off buying it from Keller’s or 
one of the other local growers.” 

He’d lost his strawberry patch 
to winter weather, but was opti- 
mistic about the new plants he'd 
put in that summer — and 
proudly displayed some gorgeous 
eggplant and three varieties “of 
peppers. 

Sam weeded a little as we 
strolled and advised me that-he 
used no chemicals in the garden. 

Completely aside from his per- 
sonal pride in his home-grown 
produce — and his belief that 
since his fruit and vegetables 
practically eliminated the family 
need: for ‘‘store-bought,”’ thus 
being cost-effective, Sam viewed 
gardening not just- as a hobby, 
but as valuable stress-relief. 

Mere steps away from his 
home office, he explained that, 
even though his weeding and 
planting was often interrupted 
by phone calls relating to_busi- 
ness, ‘‘...here, I have a sense of 
getting away from everything, in 
Spite of the phone. 

“It keeps me in good shape, 
mentally and physically, makes 
me more alert and better able to

grasp the meaning of issues.”” 

The previous evening, he said, 
he had driven down from Spring- 
field ‘“‘;..and Mary and I were up 
until after midnight, grinding 
onions and peppers for the chili 
sauce she’s going to make today 
— chili sauce we consider so 
good that the whole family saves 
it for ‘special occasions.’ ” 

Sam_ explained that day- that 
he sometimes . thought he’d 
inherited his feel far vegetables. 

During-the years his family 
had_lived-on-The- Hill-in St. Lou-_ - 
is, his father had made a living 
with a vegetable pushcart. After 
they moved to Edwardsville, his 
father had a fruit store. 

“T sort of grew up around pro- 
duce, you see, and back when I 
was in my 20s, I used to hire out 
to farmers up in the Pana area, 
so I gained some actual farm 
experience.’” 

Even though Sam was born in 
Detroit, lived in St. Louis and, 
briefly, Pana, Edwardsville was 
home to him. 

ie 5 _ grew up _here,”’ he 
explained simply that summer 
day. 

He “‘grew up’. here, and 
became the town's favorite son. 

One of the nicest things to 
remember about Sam, I think, is 
that he never forgot where he 
came from.

Q. I have been receiving Social 
Security benefits for more than 
10 years. One of the, good points 
about Social Security is the 
annual raises we get. I recently 
read that our next raise was 
going to be cut. Is this true? 

A. A recent proposal by 
Illinois Congressman Dan 
Rostenkowski would do just that: 
Rostenkowski, chairman of the 
powerful House Ways and Means 
Committee, recently proposed 
several changes to Social 
Security. His concern is that 
Social Sectitity is expected to 
run into financial difficulty in 
the next 30 years or so. 

Some of the changes he has 
proposed include reducing the 
1995 cost of living raise by 0.5 
percent; increasiag the amount 
of taxes collected on Social 
Security benefits; and increasing 
Social Security payroll taxes. 

Rostenkowski’s bill is in its 
infancy. There may not be 
enough time to change the law 
before 1995 — even if he gets a 
lot of support. But Social 
Security, although solvent now, 
will need changes within the 
next three decades. Expect more 
proposals and debates over what 
should be done. 

Q. I'm going on Medicare in 
December. Am I required to 
purchase insurance to 
supplement Medicare? 

A. It is not a-requirement, but 


most péople tell me that they 
fee] the need for private medical 
insurance to go along with 
Medicare. When you are 
deciding whether to purchase a 
supplemental policy, also Known 
as ‘‘Medigap’” insurance, 
remember. that Medicare does 
not pay all of your medical 
expenses. 


It does help with hospital and 
doctor bills, but there are 
deductibles and co-payments you 
will be responsible for. And. 
Medicare, with some rare 
exceptions, doesn’t pay anything 
toward dental care, eyeglasses, 
prescription drugs, routine 
physical exams and the cost of 
medical care while you are 
outside the United States.

Sure, there are birds which 
winter in this so-called temper- 
ate zone-{it doesn’t always. feel 
temperate), but the appearance 
of spring .and summer birds 
across the region is fantastic.

:. Society is asking how long folks 

think this annual rite will contin- 

ue. According to the society, 
‘there have been major declines 
in the numbers of birds — espe- 
cially the neotropical migratory 
birds — being seen across North 

America. 

Neotropical migratory birds 
{ “are those feathered critters that 
2 spend their summers nesting 
‘and rearing their young in, the 
*=“United States and Canada, but 
then migrate south into the 
Caribbean and Central and South 
America for the winter. 

While we normally equate 
such migrations to ducks and 
geese, there are many species of 
!. birds which do this. 

H Birds, likeall wild critters, 
‘are affected by many. things, 

Nothing affects their numbers 

like damage or the outright. dis- 

appearance of their habitat. 

Habitat is that combination" of 

places where they live. The ele- 

ments of a good habitat include 
cover, food, water, space and 
a. air. 
Eliminate or alter just one of 
». those elements’ and you've 
impacted the habitat and there- 
fore, the critter, tremendously. 

The Audubon Society cele- 
brates International Migratory 
Bird Day on Saturday. ‘‘This 
special day was established to 
call attention to the plight of 
migratory birds and to help peo- 
ple learn what they can do to 
help make life easier for migra- 
tory birds,’’ says Chris Indoe, 
assistant director for public 
affairs for the Audubon Society. 

In addition, Audubon is pursu- 
ing legislation to amend the 
Migratory Bird Treaty Act to 
improve habitat management for 
migratory birds and is urging 
inclusion of conservation an 
biodiversity issues in the’ West- 
ern Hemisphere Summit _to be 
hosted by President Bill Clinton 
in December in Miami, F'la! 

These are all high-sounding, 
far-reaching issues.

The city has experienced 42 failed sewer lines since the Flood of "93.

Let's assume that a man and woman are 
divorced and that the mother obtains custody 
‘of the two children from the marriage. The 
father in this hypothetical case is ordered to 
pay $300.00 per month in child support at the 
time of the dissolution of marriage. How. can 
the father reduce his child support obligation 
in the‘event he becomes unemployed? 

Under Illinois law a judgment of dissolution 
which provides for child support can normally 
only be modified by filing a motion for 
modification—and—showing a substantial 
change in circumstances. Generally. speaking, 
a parent paying support can only modify his 
obligation for installments coming due after 
the filing of the motion for modification. Ilinois 
courts have continued to hold that past due 
child support payments are a vested right; and 
the parent paying support cannot modify child 
support which has already accrued. 

Inone recent case, the father was ordered to 
pay child support, but he became disabled 
shortly after the divorce. He filed a petition to 
modify his child support obligation two years

after he became’ disabled, and the-triat-court 
terminated his child support retroactively for 
the period-of time he was disabled: During his 


Ui disability, he had no income. 


The Ulinois Department of Public Aid appeal- 
ed this decision on behalf of the mother and 
argued that the trial court should not have 
retroactively modified the ex-husband's. child 
support obligation. The issue on appeal was 


* whether or not a trial court may provide fora 


reduction in child support retroactive to the 
timethe-petitioner sought a modification. 


The Appellate Court held that the trial court 
could fot terminate the father’s child support 
obligation retroactively. The Court recognized 
the father’s hardship based on his disability, 
put the case was returned to the trial court for 
the purposes of computing the father’s ar- 
rearage in this case. This case reemphasizes 
the fact that a support parent should return-to 
court immediately to reduce or terminate child 
support if that parent has a substantial reduc- 
tion’in income.
